When asked about 
this the National Westminster said regretfully charges had to be passed on to 
clubs and societies. Are other organisations aware of this? We pointed out to 
the bank that we were a non-profit making organisation providing a service to the 
community but this unfortunately made no difference. 


What the bank has done, in effect, is to rob the toy library of approximately half 
ite profit for the quarter, profit that would otherwise have been spent on new 
toys for the children of Bar Hill to borrow and enjoy.

BUILDING PROJECT PRESENTATION 


As you are: probably aware, plans are afoot for a major redevelopment of the Church 
Centre.
